(SEAL)  To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Newport 
qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs:  You  are 
hereby  notified  and  warned  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Town  of  Newport,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of 
March  next,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.  To  elect  a  selectman  for  a  term  of  three 
years:  to  elect  a  Town  Treasurer  and  a  Town  Clerk 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  2.  To  elect  a  member  of  the  Trust  Fund 
Commission  for  a  term  of  three  years;  a  member  of 
the  Water  and  Sewer  Commission  for  a  term  of  three 
years ;  one  Cemetery  Commissioner  for  a  term  of  three 
years:  a  Collector  of  Taxes;  Road  Agent,  and  all  other 
Officers  and  Agents  necessary  for  the  Town  business. 

Article  3.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  Selectmen, 
Town  Treasurer,  Auditors  and  other  Officers  hereto- 
fore chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  4.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  paynnent  of  Town 
Officers'  salaries  and  expenses;  expenses  of  the  Muni- 
cipal court  and  maintenance  of  the  Town  Hall  and 
election  and  registration  expenses. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  the  Se- 
lectmen to  appoint  a  Police  force  in  Newport  and  de- 
signate the  hours  of  service. 

To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 


the  sum  of  $400.00.  Twenty-five  per  cent  of  this 
amount  being  contributed  in  addition  by  the  State  For- 
estry Department  for  the  control  and  extermination 
of  the  white  pine  blister  in  the  Town. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
$1670  for  maintenance  of  the  State  Aid  Road,  a  like 
amount  being  contributed  by  the  State  Highway  De- 
partment for  this  purpose. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  ToWn  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  $7100  for  the  nsaintenance  of  the  Trunk 
Line  roads,  a  like  amount  being  contributed  by  the 
State  Highway  Department  for  this  purpose. 

Article  8.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance  and 
repair  of  highways  and  bridges. 

Article  9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  lighting  the  streets 
ot  Nevi)ort. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $200  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
Memorial  Day,  and  pay  the  same  over  to  the  Quarter- 
master of  Fred  Smythe  Post  or  such  other  person  as 
may  be  properly  named  in  this  connection. 

Article  11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town 
will  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  Parks  and 
Playgrounds. 

Article  12.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support 
of  the  local  Band,  provided  said  Band  agrees  to  give  a 
series  of  open  air  concerts  during  the  summer  months. 

Article  13.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  Sewer  System  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  author- 
ize the  Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  mo- 
ney on  the  notes  of  the  Town  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 


Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  a 
discount  on  Taxes  paid  prior  to  June  15,  and  Sept  .1, 
fix  the  amount  of  such  discount  and  pass  any  vote  re- 
lating thereto. 

Article  16.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town 
will  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Public  Health  Nurse  for  the  ensuing  year  and  pass  any 
vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  17.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  payment  of  the 
Town  Debt,  and  the  interest  thereon,  for  the  year  en- 
suing and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  18..  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  make  an 
appropriation  for  the  construction  and  repair  of  side- 
walks and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  ask  for 
State  Aid  in  connection  with  its  appropriation  for  per- 
manent improvement  of  highways  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1500  for  the  beneiit  of 
the  Carrie  F.  Wright  Hospital,  and  pay  the  same  over 
to  the  Treasurer  of  said  Hospital  ;also  give  said  Hos- 
pital the  use  of  the  Town  Hall  for  two  evenings  during 
the  year. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  build 
and  equip  a  central  heating  plant  for  heating  any  or 
all  of  the  buildings  ov/ned  or  occupied  by  the  Town, 
and  for  heating  any  or  all  of  the  school  houses  there- 
in, raise  and  appropriate  money  therefor,  and  pass  any 
vote  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  author- 
ize the  selectmen  to  give  permnts  to  druggists  for  the 
sale  of  liquor  in  the  Town  of  Newport,  for  medicinal, 
scientific,  sacramental  and  mechanical  purposes  in  ac- 
cordance with  section  9,  chapter  95,  Laws  of  1903  and 
amendments  thereto. 

Article  23.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt 
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the  provisions  of  the  Zoning  law  and  pass  any  vote  re- 
lating thereto. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  $1200  for  the  maintenance  of  Ceme- 
teries for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give 
free  use  of  the  Town  Hall  to  the  Americ,an  Legion, 
three  nights  during  the  year. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  replace 
the  one-fourth  inch  pipe  line  extending  east  about 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  feet  on  Maple  street  from  the 
Junction  of  said  Maple  street  and  Bradford  Hill  roads 
so  called,  with  six  inch  cast  iron  pipe,  hydrants  and 
gates,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars, 
and  raise  and  appropriate  mioney  for  the  same.

REPORT  OF  HEALTH  OFFICER 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

During  the  past  year,  our  town  has  been  again 
raost  fortunate  in  escaping  the  more  dangerous  of  the 
contagious  diseases  in  epidemic  form. 

There  were,  however,  six  cases  of  scarlet  fever, 
occuring  at  different  times  and  at  widely  scattered 
points.  The  cases  showed  on  investigation  that,  in 
most'  every  instance,  the  sick  persons  had  been  visiting 
friends,  in  other  states,  just  previous  to  their  sickness. 

There  were  three  cases  of  diphtheria  and  a  few 
cases  of  measles. 

A  number  of  houses  were  fumigated,  also,  that 
liad  been  occupied  by  tubercular  patients. 

The  tubercular  work  is  well  supervised  and  all 
cases  even  the  incipient  ones  are  looked  after  and  fol- 
lowed up,  by  the  local  district  nurse  assisted  by  the 
county  nurse. 

Six  tubercular  clinics  were  held  in  Newport  dur- 
ing the  past  year  and  Dr.  Kerr,  the  state  tubercular 
director,  with  the  assisting  nurses  has  the  work  well 
under  control.  This  disease  has  decreased  in  a  great 
measure  during  the  past  five  years.  Taking  all  into 
consideration,  the  present  day  agencies  do^'ng  tuber- 
cular work,  it  is  almost  possible  to  predict,  according 
to  the  best  authorities,  the  year  in  which  tuberculosis 
will  end.  Dr.  L.  I.  Dublin  after  careful  study  predicts 
that  the  death  rate  from  this  disease  in  1930  will  be 
44.  That  rate,  if  continued  would  end  the  disease 
about  1937. 

This  does  not  mean  that  we  should  lessen  our  ef- 
forts, but  to  apply  even  greater  energy  along  approv- 
ed lines,  that  there  may  be  no  diminishing,  bui:  rather 
cumulative  returns  in  life  saving. 

A  matter  of  satisfaction  and  interest  to  all  is  the 
clearing  up  not  only  of  our  town  but  all  the  surround- 
ing county  territory,  of  tubercular  cattle.     There  are 
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not  over  six  head  of  cattle  in  Newport  that  are  not 
tested  stock.  This  is  a  great  public  health  measure. 
There  is  plenty  of  evidence  to  show  that  many  cases 
of  tuberculosis  in  children  and  youths  have  come  from 
the  products  of  tubercular  cows,  in  the  form  of  mill?: 
or  cream  or  other  manufactured  product.  Ths  hea- 
vier percentage  of  trans  missability,  however,  comes 
from  raw  milk.  From  this  menace  we  are  now,  prac- 
tically free. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  there  are  still  a  few  houses 
within  the  Water  precenct  that  are  not  connected  with 
the  town  sewer  system.  The  owners  of  this  property 
have  promised  during  the  present  year  to  comply  with 
the  law. 

A  prevailing  cause  of  almost  constant  complaint 
to  the  health  officer,  is  the  existence  of  unsightly  rub- 
bish and  refuse  heaps  on  many  of  the  premises  of  the 
homes.  Neighbors  complain,  and  justly  so,  of  these 
nuisances.  In  summer,  especially  they  are  the  breed- 
ing ground  for  all  kinds  of  germ  carrying  flies  and  in- 
sects. In  this  way  germs  and  dirt  are  carried  to 
homes  that  otherwise  would  be  clean  and  healthful 

In  this  matter  the  question  arises  should  not  the 
town  assume  the  responsibility  of  collecting  this  re- 
fuse, as  is  done  in  many  other  towns?  This  will  re- 
lieve the  people  of  maintaining  unsightly  yards  and 
there  will  be  no  excuse  for  dumping  refuse  in  the  riv- 
er or  on  unoccupied  land  within  the  town  limits. 

The  law  as  interpreted,  by  our  honorable  board, 
places  the  town  dump  under  the  supervise' on  of  the 
health  officer.  The  daily  depositing  of  all  kinds  of 
rubbish  there,  requires  the  employment  of  a  man,  part 
time,  every  day  to  watch  the  burning  of  the  combus- 
tible material  and  to  keep  the  refuse  level  and  with  i  a 
the  prescribed  area. 

Our  town  water  supply  has  been  examined  at 
three  different  periods  during  the  year  and  each  time 
found  to  be  in  good  condition. 

The  milk  supply  was  examined  twice  by  the  state 
chemist  and  found  to  be  of  a  higher  standard  both  as 
to  quality  and  purity  than  that  shown  in  former  years. 

We  were  required  to  send  in  samjples  of  the  ice 
cream  sold  in  to\^n,  during  the  summer,  to  the  state 
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chemist  with  the  result  that  he  reported  that  there 
was  a  great  variance  as  to  percentage  of  butter  fat  and 
bacteria  shown.  Two  cases  were  far  above  the  per- 
centage of  bacteria  allowed  by  law.  The  state  au- 
thorities took  this  matter  up  direct  with  the  manu- 
facturers, informing  them  that  the  distribution  of 
their  ice  cream  would  be  stopped  in  this  state  unless  it 
conformed  to  our  standard. 

A  subject  on  which  we  are  growing  very  lax,  is 
the  spitting  on  the  side  walk — a  vile  and  disgusting 
habit  absolutely  contrary  to  law  and  condemned  by 
all  good  citizens  who  realzie  its  dangers.  It  may  be 
necessary  to  apply  to  police  power  to  help  in  this  but 
it  does  seem  to  us,  that  public  sentimient  should  aid 
greatly  in  correcting  this  evil. 

Your  Health  Officer  works  in  conjunction  with  the 
state  health  department,  referring  to  it  frequently  for 
instruction,  and  always  assisting  the  state  inspector 
when  his  duties  bring  him  in  this  vicinity.

REPORT  OF  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


The  Department  has  responded  to  twenty  bell 
alarms  and  twenty-eight  still  alarms  in  the  past  year. 
With  two  exceptions,  namely,  farm  buildings  of  Ar- 
thur E.  Sargent  and  furniture  store  of  J.  Q.  Adams,  the 
losses  have  been  small,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  com- 
pany is  efficiently  organized  and  first  class  officered, 
entirely  free  from  internal  dissension,  enabling  them 
to  report  to  any  alarm  with  promiptness  and  despatch. 

The  equipment  is  in  first  class  condition,  and  bar- 
ring accidents,  will  require  no  extensive  repairs  during 
the  coming  year.  The  house  is,  also,  in  good  condition 
and  will  not  require  any  great  outlay,  unless  the  boiler 
should  give  out,  it  being  in  bad  condition. 

There  seems  to  be  some  misunderstanding  as  to 
the  alarms  rung  in  from  Box  15.  Many  think  that  it 
is  a  call  for  out  of  town.  Such  is  not  the  case.  It  is 
liable  to  be  in  our  business  section,  as  the  telephone 
can  act  quicker  than  parties  can  reach  an  outside  box. 
If  the  call  should  come  from  out  of  town,  the  alarm 
would  be  3-3-3.  There  should  be  one  box  added  on 
Main  Street  and  one  at  Guild,  providing  the  town 
should  at  this  time  feel  as  though  they  could  stand  the 
expense.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  School  Board  of  Newport : 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  unusual  progress 
in  the  Newport  schools.  I  feel  that  this  statement  is 
wholly  justified  since  the  educational  factors  entering 
into  any  complete  school  system  have  all  been  well  es- 
tablished here  during  the  past  year.  We  have  moved 
from  inadequate  quarters  for  our  growing  high  school 
to  a  modern  building,  which  was  made  possible  through 
the  generosity  of  a  former  Newport  citizen — Mr.  Lor- 
en  D.  Towle. 

THE  TOWLE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Again,  as  in  former  years,  Newport  has  profited 
by  the  philanthropic  spirit  of  a  successful  benefactor. 
The  auditorium  of  this  school  has  legally  been  named, 
by  vote  of  the  citizens  at  the  School  Meeting  of  1925, 
"The  Chellis  Auditorium."  This  is  in  recognition  of 
the  tireless  eiforts  of  Mr.  Frank  0.  Chellis  in  promot- 
ing the  best  interests  of  the  town  and  suggesting  the 
needed  high  school  building  to  Mr.  Towle.  This  audi- 
torium is  equipped  with  modern  furniture.  Its  ap- 
pointments were  made  complete  when  Mr.  Dorr  gave 
the  piano — a  picture  of  which  is  to  be  seen  in  the  cut 
of  the  auditorium  in  this  report.  During  the  fall  an 
unannounced  donor  presented  the  school  with  a  large 
victrola,  matching  the  piano  in  finish,  for  use  in  con- 
nection with  the  course  in  Music  Appreciation.  This 
course  is  elective  but  its  popularity  is  attested  by  one- 
half  of  the  school  being  enrolled  for  it.  The  possibili- 
ties of  the  auditorium  have  not  been  fully  developed  as 
a  social  center.  It  is  hoped  it  will  be  used  more  and 
more  as  its  possibilities  are  discovered. 

THE  LABORATORY 

The  school  has  a  Laboratory  which  is  as  well 
equipped  with  furniture  and  apparatus  as  any  high 
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school  in  New  England.  This  equipment  is  being  put 
to  its  best  use  and  care  through  the  very  efficient  work 
of  Mr.  Nelson  wiho  is  the  head  of  the  department.  Mr. 
Nelson's  efforts  in  systematizing  the  work  and  mater- 
ials of  the  department  go  to  make  up  no  small  asset  to 
the  school.  Through  his  own  efforts  since  the  new 
school  has  been  occupied,  Mr.  Nelson  has  constructed 
and  salvaged  more  than  $400  worth  of  its  present 
equipment — this  having  been  done  on  his  own  time. 

The  other  departments  of  the  school  are  well  or- 
ganized. This  is  well  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  with- 
in the  last  ten  years  not  one  pupil  who  has  been  certi- 
fied to  college  has  failed  in  his  work.  This  is  not  a  con- 
dition occasioned  by  chance  but  by  a  well  organized 
course  of  study  well  taught.  Few  schools  in  New  Eng- 
land have  hung  up  such  a  record  as  this  during  the 
past  ten  years. 

THE  RICHARDS  SCHOOL 

Although  the  upper  two  grades  in  this  building 
are  called  the  ''Junior  High  School,"  yet  in  the  strict- 
est sense  of  the  word  it  is  not  a  Junior  High  School. 
The  modern  plan  for  an  ideal  school  system  is  known 
as  the  K-6-3-3  system.  This  means  that  such  a  sys- 
tem includes  a  kindergarten,  some  including  children 
from  4  to  6  years  of  age  and  others  from  5  to  6  years, 
according  to  the  desires  and- demands  of  the  commu- 
nity. Thousands  of  kindergartens  are  being  supported 
by  communities  throughout  the  United  States.  There 
are  63  Kindergartens  in  New  Hampshire.  The  value 
of  such  training  is  being  recognized  by  administrators, 
School  Boards,  and  tax  payers  as  being  a  valuable  part 
of  the  school  curriculum.  There  is  no  doubt  of  its  va- 
lue in  my  mind.  I  shall  not  take  the  space  here  to  enu- 
merate some  of  its  valuable  qualities. 

The  ''six"  in  the  above  organization  refers  to  the 
first  six  grades.  These  are  the  grades  in  which  the 
pupil  gets  his  foundation  of  working  tools  for  gather- 
ing knowledge.  As  an  example,  in  arithmetic  the  f  und- 
amicntals  of  addition,  subtraction  and  multiplication 
are  taught  in  the  first  three  grades.  Percentage,  is 
taught  in  the  fifth  grade.  Its  application  in  interest, 
together  with  the  various  processes  of  measurement 
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are  taught  in  the  sixth  grade.  This  enables  pupils  to 
begin  with  the  application  of  these  processes  in  the 
Junior  High  School  group  of  grades. 

THE  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  ideal  organization  of  Junior  High  School 
grouping  includes  the  seventh,  eighth,  and  ninth 
grades.  At  the  present  time  the  ninth  grade  is  in  our 
high  school  and  known  as  the  freshman  class.  This  is 
as  it  should  be  at  the  present  time  due  to  housing  pro- 
blems. These  three  grades,  however,  include  pupils 
of  adolescent  ages.  This  period  in  the  life  of  the  pu- 
pil presents  new  problems  not  common  to  elementary 
or  high  school  groups.  In  this  school  we  should  give 
a  wide  variety  in  the  choice  of  subjects  in  which  the 
pupil  has  an  opportunity  to  try  his  hand  at  different 
lines  of  work.  This  will  enable  him  to  find  out  in  which 
line  of  work  he  is  most  likely  to  succeed.  The  variety 
and  presentation  of  work  in  this  school  has  been  broad- 
ened and  more  effectively  presented  within  the  past 
two  years.  This  has  been  possible  through  a  depart- 
mentilization  of  the  work  and  the  appointment  of  a 
full  time  principal. 

The  Towle  High  School  will  be  adequate  to  care 
for  the  high  school  needs  of  the  community  for  years 
to  come.  These  possibilities  may  be  extended,  when- 
ever the  enrollment  in  the  hig?i  school  makes  such  a 
move  necessary,  by  removing  the  freshman  class  to  the 
Junior  High  School  group  at  the  Richards  School.  This 
will  be  a  long  time  from  now  but  presents  a  possibility.. 
When  this  is  done  the  K-6-3-3  organization  will  be 
complete. 

THE  KINDERGARTEN 

If  there  is  to  be  a  kindergarten  next  year,  new 
quarters  will  have  to  be  provided  for  it.  The  room  in 
which  it  is  located  this  year  will  have  to  be  taken  over 
for  high  school  purposes  next  year.  Classes  are  be- 
ing held  in  the  high  school  auditorium  at  the  present 
time.  We  have  about  $500  worth  of  kindergarten 
equipment.  If  a  room  is  provided  for  the  work  it  will 
merely  be  a  matter  of  providing  for  the  salary  of  the 
teacher  from  year  to  year.     The  downstairs  room  at 
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the  old  grange  hall  could  be  made  into  an  ideal  room 
at  a  minimum  cost.  This  building  being  centrally  lo- 
cated and  adjoining  the  primary  school  playground 
presents  a  possibility  for  continuing  the  kindergarten. 
If  the  town  does  not  wish  to  finance  the  teacher  part 
of  it,  if  the  room,  was  put  in  proper  condition,  citizens 
wishing  to  provide  kindergarten  training  for  their 
children  could  emiploy  the  teacher  much  the  same  as 
they  are  doing  now  with  the  extra  kindergarten  teach- 
er. I  would  estimate  that  for  an  expenditure  of  $600 
this  room  could  be  made  available  for  the  school. 

THE  OUTSIDE  SCHOOLS 
I  am  informed  by  those  who  have  taught  in  the 
school  here  for  some  years,  that  for  a  long  time  the 
pupils  coming  to  the  higher  grades  and  high  school 
from  the  outside  schools  were  very  poorly  fitted  to  do 
the  regular  work  of  the  schools.  This  is  not  surprising. 
Pupils  in  rural  schools  where  all  the  grades  are  repres- 
ented usually  have  recitations  of  about  seven  minutes. 
Pupils  in  the  village  grades  have  recitation  periods  of 
at  least  25  minutes.  This  is  about  the  comparative 
measure  of  the  value  of  the  work  covered  in  the  mix- 
ed schools  or  seven-twenty-fifths  of  the  longer  period 
school.  This  fact  is  borne  out  by  tests  which  have 
lately  been  given  in  arithmetic  in  the  Junior  High 
School. 

Now  this  is  not  because  the  pupils  in  the  outside 
schools  are  inferior  to  those  in  the  village  but  due  to 
the  fact  that  no  teacher  can  be  a  jack-at-all-trades  and 
still  overcome  the  handicap  of  short  recitation  per- 
iods. To  remedy  this  situation  I  have,  with  permis- 
sion of  the  School  Board,  limited  the  number  of  grades 
in  these  outside  schools  to  the  possibilities  of  time  and 
ability  of  the  teachers  to  get  results.  I  think  these 
outside  schools  are  necessary  in  each  of  the  communi- 
ties where  they  are  located  but  I  think  that  six  grades 
are  the  most  that  should  be  retained  there.  The  girls 
will  get  the  Domestic  Arts  work  and  the  boys  will 
get  the  benefit  of  the  Manual  Training  work  in  addit- 
ion to  the  Junior  High  School  work  if  they  come  to 
the  village  after  that. 

KELLEYVILLE 

At   the   beginning  of  the  year  the  number  of 
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grades  at  this  school  were  reduced  to  four  and  a  very 
capable  teacher  was  employed.  Probably  no  teacher 
has  ever  been  employed  in  that  school  who  has  had 
the  training  and  ability  of  Miss  Jeffrey  in  getting  the 
pupils  into  regular  channels  of  educational  growth. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  winter  term  Miss  Jeffrey  a- 
greed  to  try  to  take  on  another  grade  at  the  school  and 
the  two  pupils  in  this  grade  were  allowed  to  return  to 
the  school  with  the  understanding  that  they  might  be 
retained  there  if  the  extra  grade  still  made  possible 
proper  progress.  Next  fall  provision  will  be  made  to  ac- 
commodate the  six  grades  in  the  outside  schools.  In 
no  rural  school  in  this  union  have  the  pupils  in  the 
first  four  grades  nxiade  greater  progress  than  at  the 
Kelleyville  school  this  year.  They  are  learning  to  read 
as  they  should. 

GUILD 

I  have  made  a  start  on  putting  the  Guild  School 
in  proper  condition.  It  is  quite  discouraging  to  at- 
tempt to  put  this  school  plant  in  first  class  condition. 
There  is  a  spirit  of  lawlessness  and  wanton  destruc- 
tion, probably  among  the  younger  set  at  Guild.  They 
seem  to  think  it  their  special  privilege  to  destroy  any- 
thing around  the  school  any  time  they  desire.  Much 
Work  in  painting  was  done  there  during  the  last  sum- 
mer. Much  of  this  work  has  already  been  marred  with 
field  rocks  which  have  been  carried  into  the  school 
house  for  one  reason  or  another. 

The  floor  at  this  school  is  always  cold  in  the  win- 
ter months.  There  is  running  water  at  the  building. 
The  cellar  should  be  cemented  and  a  hot-air  furnace 
should  be  installed.  This  would  accomplish  many  pur- 
poses. In  the  first  place  it  would  effectively  heat  the 
whole  school  room,  floor  and  all.  It  would  prevent  the 
water  pipes  in  the  basement  from  freezing  and  make 
it  possible  to  install  waterclosets.  The  toilets  at  this 
school  are  impossible,  especially  the  one  used  by  the 
boys.  The  present  one  will  require  rebuilding  before 
it  will  be  acceptable. 

It  is  planned  to  do  some  inside  and  outside  paint- 
ing at  North  Newport  and  the  Reed  school  this  sum- 
mer. 

TEACHERS 
I   cannot    remember  any  school  year   when   the 
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schools  have  started  better  and  made  more  progress 
than  in  this  school  year,  beginning  in  September.  I 
have  never  seen  a  more  industrious  corps  of  teachers 
in  any  schools.  They  have  been  imbued  with  the  spi- 
rit of  helpfulness,  each  one  eager  to  do  his  or  her  part 
in  a  most  thoroughgoing  manner.  With  my  work  scat- 
tered over  several  towns,  this  splendid  spirit  of  co-oper- 
ation has  released  me  for  places  where  my  personal  at- 
tention has  been  most  needed.  Looking  forward  to  a 
year  of  unusual  educational  progress,  I  submit  this, 
my  annual  report.
